BOARD OF GOVERNORS MEETING 



At the Student Council meet- 
ing on Monday, March 25, 
Bob Stewart reported on the 
Board of Governors meeting 
which took place earlier that 
day. 

The Board of Governors 
met to discuss David Stewart's 
letter in which he clearly 
outlined his stand on the Mac- 
to-McGill' controversy. His 
letter stated that legal action 
would be taken against Mc 
Gill should it force Macdonald 
College downtown. 

At the meeting, Dr. Bell 
pretty well ignored the letter 
saying that there is no legal 
basis for Mr. Stewart's 
threats to be carried out. 
Dr. Bell intends to take up 
the matter with Quebec Edu- 
cation Minister Frangois 
Cloutier. Dr. Bell Does not 
have an argument to present 
to Quebec favoring Macdonald's 
position. Indeed, he doesn't 
seem Jo have any clea r stand

lieve that any demand Quebec 
makes will become his own 
demand as well.

Last Tuesday was Memorial 
Day at the College. The Momo- 
rial ceremony seemed slightly 
obsolete, with all its pomp and 
respect for the past. But tra- 
dition is sometimes a good 
thing; we are in a way, lucky 
at Macdonald College to have 
preserved some traditions 
to honour our predecessors. 
Too many institutions have 
buried away old traditions and 
memories; but these often help 
us discover the courage of 
others and sometimes give us 
confidence and advice for our 
future deeds. 

Ms. Lamarsch wondered what 
our past heroes, the soldiers 
killed at war, would think of 
today's society. Was the price 
of their life worth that society 
has become? There are cer- 
tainly some dark sides: these 
heroes would see a Canada 
swallowed economically by our 
southern neighbour, they would 
notice unending quarrels be- 
tween the provinces. But Ms. 
Lamarsh looked with more 
insistence at hopeful sings for 
the future. 

The wars which were toler- 
ated in the past despite the 
hardship are today rejected by 
a great majority. Not so long 
ago most young men would 
wear the uniform and fight for 
their country; today thousands 
gbject and resist. Today's 
confiictG Gcme to an abrupt 
end because of public pressure. 

The past generation was brough 
up under the sign of the dollar 
bill. Accumulation of money 
was an end in itself. Every 
action was controlled by the 
dollar.

mission, renewed contact with 
Mr. David M. Stewart, heir 
to Sir William Macdonald, and 
informed him of the problems 
of our Faculty, Dr. Millette 
has worked diligently esta- 
blishing the strong position 
of our Faculty in his report. 
Mr. Stewart responded by 
taking strong and firm posi- 
tion against the move, which 
rejoiced students, staff, alum- 
ni and the farming communi- 
ty- 

The only people saying the 
move should take place are 
the McGill authorities, par- 
ticularly Principal Bell, but 
I am positive their position 
will be reversed in the very 
near future. 

Over the course of this year 
it has become clear to me that 
the future of Maddonald colle- 
ge is bright and that there 
are many people to thank for 
it.

Cooker 



A cooker that uses solar heat 
will be among the exibits in the 
Macdonald College display at 
the International Salon of Farm 
Machinery opening at Place 
Bonaventure for four days on 
April 4. 

The solar cooker was devel- 
oped at Macdonald College as 
a means of conserving fuel in 
countries where it is in short 
supply and presently is being 
used in the Caribbean, nota- 
bly in Haiti which lacks heating 
fuel. 

It was designed by scientists 
in the college's Department of 
Agricultural Engineering for 
village use in underdeveloped 
countries where there is a lot 
of sun. It's not meant for Ca- 
nada. 

The cooker is a simple as- 
sembly that can be home-made 
and comprises a solar collec- 
tor and an insulated steam 
cooker. Solar energy is col- 
lected through a metal surface 
heated by the sun - something 
like a greenhouse - and the 
heat boils water for the cooker 
itself. It can be used for any 
food that is cooked by boiling 
of steaming. 

The so\ar coo1<6r can be any 
one of a number of sizes for 
use by families or institutions. 
One in Haiti supplies the en- 
ergy used in cooking meals for 
a school of 200 pupils. 

It is one of several elements 



in the Macdonald College dis- 
play which is devoted to the 
research activities of the Ag- 
ricultural Engineering De- 
partment with the theme "Blue- 
prints for Tomorrow". 

One section of the exhibit is 
devoted to drainage and land 
use. Another to the energy 
needs of modern farming, with 
special attention on a methane 
generator for use in farm ma- 
chinery and heating; the meth- 
ane being gathered form ani- 
mal waste. 

The third section is con- 
cerned with food production, 
and preservation. Featured 
here will be a new design for 
greenhouses, especially for 
use in North America, which 
takes advantage of solar ener- 
gy and can lead to your round 
production of tomatoes and 
other greenhouse plants. Also 
featured is research into food 
handling to avoid damage. 

Researchers will be on hand 
at the Macdonald College booth 
to answer questions and give 
information on the academic 
program. 

Special emphasis will be 
placed on keeping Macdonald 
College in its present rural 
location at Ste-Anne-de-Belle- 
vue and not moving it into 
Montreal's McGill campus. 

The farm machinery salon 
will be open to the public with- 
out charge from April 4 to 7.

Concert Band 



Do you ever find yourself look- 
ing for something to do on a lazy 
summer evening? One cure for sum- 
mer blahs is good music, especial- 
ly a band concert by the Lakeshore 
Concert Band. This band is made 
up of amateur musicians, most of 
whom are from the Lakeshore. It 
is a symphonic or concert band, 
that is, it has only woodwind, brass, 
and percussion instruments. Unlike 
dance, marching, or military bands, 
it plays a wide range of music, 
including classical music arranged 
for band, scores from movies and 
stage shows, and contemporary 
works. 

The 45 members of the band are 
of all ages; teenaged to retired. 
They meet for practises every 
Monday evening at the music room 
of John Rennie High School and 
each pay $15 annual dues. The ad- 
mission fee for their indoor con- 
certs is: $1.50 for adults, and $0.75 
for students and Golden Agers. 

The Lakeshore Concert Band was 
founded in 1967 by Mr. Morley Cal- 
vert, its first conducter. In its few 
years of existence it already has 
an impressive array of achieve- 
ments. It played at Expo '67, and 
since '68 has been Quebec's sole 
entry in the CNE band competi- 
tion at Toronto. During the past 
few summers it has consistently 
stood among the finalists, and in 
'72 came first in the national sec- 
tion, and in '73 first in the inter- 
national section of the competi- 
tion. 

Every year the Lakeshore Con- 
cert Band plays a series of four 
winter concerts. It invites different 



musicians from the Montreal Sym- 
phony Orchestra to be a guest solist 
at the each of these concerts. The 
next one will be this coming Thurs- 
day, April 14th at John Rennie High, 
when the guest soloist will be John 
Taber, principal trumpet player 
of the MSO. The last concert will 
of this year's winter series will 
be May 3rd. 

In addition the band puts on con- 
certs during the summer, many' 
of which are out doors. During the 
past few summers, it has been 
among the bands chosen to perform 
in an outdoor concert series. The 
Campbell Estates Band Concerts, 
in Montreal. It has also played 
on the grounds of Stewart Hall 
in Pte. Claire and at the Dorval 
Community Center. Included in 
this summer's agenda are plans 
to play at the Pte. Claire Yacht 
Club on July 20th, and a perfor- 
mance in Westmount probably in 
September, to help celebrate that 
city's centennial. Details of up- 
coming concerts appear in the 
Saturday entertainment magazines 
of the Montreal Star and Gazette, 
and also in the Lakeshore News 
and Chronicle. 

Before the end of this year, some 
of the band's members will be 
leaving and will need to be replaced. 
If there are any budding musicians 
at Mac or John Abbott who would 
like to audition for a position in 
the band please phone the conduc- 
tor, Mr. C. Cooper at 697-0517. 
The instruments which will be 
needed are: baritone tuba, clarinets, 
flute, oboe, bassoon and percus- 
sion.
